Bishop Watterson returned Satur- 


day night from Washington, where 
he had been making arrangements 
for a trip to Europe next month. He 
was fatigued, but on Sunday he con- 
firmed a large class. He retired last 
night greatly exhausted. Toward 
morning he called for a glass of 
water. Shortly after he was found 
In an alarming condition. His phy- 
sician called, but the Bishop died 
before bis arrival. It is thought thcr 
funeral will be Thursday. He was 
born in Blairsville, Pa., May 27th, 
ISM, ordained to the priesthood in 
Pittsburg and was appointed Bishop 
of Columbus in 1880.
